Plus that our exist- 
ence, example and literature would present an 
alternative to that of the authoritarians inside. 

The first issue of our publication the Anarchist 
Black Dragon was never published due to malfunc- 
tions outside (you can step looking for it new 
Secret Service) , but with our second issue in 1977 
we were off and running. To our knowledge, we 
are the first Anarchist publication and longest 
running one to ever cane out of prison. 

In the beginning we wondered hew long we would 
last and what we could accomplish especially in- 
side and from within the belly of the beast. We 
laughed then and thought out loud that would not 
last long or accomplish much, and most likely die 
for even trying. But to our utter amazement and 
sheer joy, not only are we still in business, we 
have accomplished more than we thought possible, 
rallied and inspired many inside and out inter- 
national , and are into our tenth issue looking 
forward to issue eleven with no loss of life. 

Whew! To Fucking High Kids! Heavy Duty and left 
On! 'The State has done everything imaginable to 
crush us, but we are still going and stronger than 
ever thanks to all of you out there and inside. 
Without all of you we could never even have begun 
muchless done all that we have. Without all of 
you many of us would be dead right now. Together 
we have accomplished and won much. In appre- . 
ciation of your love and support, we dedicate this 
issue to all of you with love. 

Getting to this issue, much less getting it out 
on top of everything else was no easy feat, but 
we did it and are game for another ten issues if 
you are. You have kept us going and growing not 



to mention alive and we thank you Brothers and 
Sisters with all of our hearts. Dragons is what 
we are so let our fire consume the beast and free 
us all!

Carl Harp- Love And Rage 



Carl Harp was found hanging in his cell September 
5th 1981. There was known to have been a con- 
tract put on his life by the guards at the Wash- 
ington State Pen. 

Carl was a revolutionary anarchist who with 
others , founded this paper- the Anarchist Black 
Dragon . Those who knew Carl well insist he was 
murdered. The State immediately claimed suicide 
An inquest was held October 14 th. 

Carl sent out at least two letters to friends 
outside the day he was killed. He talked about 
feeling strange vibrations towards him from 
others inside-but he couldn't pinpoint it. He 
had a feeling something serious was ccmming up, 
and talked about fighting back. In both letters, 
he wrote about upccrnming events concerning him 
such as sane action in support of a parole. 
Discussed too was this tenth issue of the Dragon, 
and getting back to general population from his 
segregation cell. 

Several days before, Black militant Benny Washing 
ton was supposed to have been killed during a 
melee in the cafeteria. Benny was said to have 
been one of three prisoners along with Carl on a 
hit list from fascist quards known as either the 
Washington Cowboys or the Aryan Brotherhood. For* 
tunately, Benny got wind of the hit and avoided 
chew. 

Perhaps Carl's resp o nse to th e co ntract put out

alienated me, but watch my smoke brother. . .Have 
cane too far to quit or allow myself to be put in 
a cross, so only way I am convinced to deal with 
it is as I am. . . " 

No sooner had Carl sent out public letters expos- 
ing the contract on his life, and checked into 
PC, then he was kicked out by the PC tier Sarge 
Never less, he felt the drastic move of voluntarily 
demanding entry into PC would force the admini- 
stration to keep their guards under control. 

Other moves were made, but it was to be his last 
fight. Carl's mistake it seems, was that he won 
his transfer back frcm San Quentin to Walla Walla, 
a prison where he had earned the wrath of the pigs 
because of his years of struggle. 

The inquest was a farce. The coronor's wife, Ann 
Ames asked the questions. Carl's people were 
not allowed to ask questions. The jury was picked 
by Ames- they were his friends. 

Two prisoners testified. Willy Butler, a prison- 
er in a cell besides Carl's said the tier was so 
noisy that if people entered Carl's cell to kill 
him, he wouldn't have been able to hear. John 
Bosch, a close comrade of Carl insisted that he 
was murdered by the State for his political 
activism. The pathologist impressed people as 
being senile. He couldn't indentify Carl from 
the photographs. He didn't produce any toxology 
reports to determine if Carl had been drugged. 

The two guards who ware supposed to be guarding 
the tier were off in the kitchen getting food for 
other guards when the deed took place. So the 
verdict was of course-suicide. What else can be 
expected from the State investigating itself?

It seems obvious that legal suits won't 
accomplish much. The struggle must continue and 
people will have to decide for themselves what 
to do. Obviously, the concern about the murder 
of an anarchist prisoner go beyond sectarian 
aarriers-the issue is State torture and killings. 
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Simmons Beats Murder Rap 

jimi ’’Dexter Simmons was recently transfered frcm 
the Washington State Penitentiary and is now con- 
fined in seoreqation in the Washington State 
Reformatory at Monroe. Dexter is supposedly a 
'danger to others and a threat to the orderly 
operation of the institution" . Prevailing opinion 
arrongst prisoners is that the real reason is 
revenge on Dexter, an Indian, recently found not 
guilty in the 1979 stabbing death of a white 
guard by a jury of guards' friends and neighbors. 

The warden of Monroe also recommended that 18 
months be added to Dexter's sentence-wnich has 
already been extended since the trial-for his 
"tags" during the 2| years he was forced to spend 
in the hole at WSP Pending his trial. The fact 
that all these^ problems have been administratively 
intensified for Dexter since his acquittal makes 
them obvious for the knaveish harassment they are. 



For Dexter, this is only partial releif from the 
misery that began with him and his brother George 
being charged with the murder. Last year, George 




More immediate is the critical situation facing 
prisoners in Walla Walla prison. They are under 
attack from the reactionary director of Mult 
Corrections to the 'security' crazed guards. 

Any protests in support of these prisoners would 
be crucial. Simply, we can urge you to write 
letters demanding l)The effective protection of 
any prisoners threatened by the staff. 2) The 
removal of all guards associated with a hit squad, 
the Western Cowboys, and all those originaly fired 
in 1979 for brutalizing segregation prisoners and 
later reinstated. 4) An immediate and complete in- 
vestigation into the guards and the harsh correc- 
tions policy in the prison *

The threat of Amos Reed 

Unconfirmed Secretary of the Washington State 
Department of Corrections, Amos Reed, says that 
the prisons will continue to have trouble. Trouble 
is what prisoners in the other state prison 
systems administered by Reed have reaped, and it 
has increased in this state's prison system since 
his accession to power. The North Carolina System 
which Reed left amidst questions concerning cron- 
yism and suspect expenditures*, and the Oregon 
system, for instance, are among the more repres- 
sive in the country. Therein prisoners are sub- 
jected to varying degrees of behavior modi f icatior 
programs aimed at counterproductive control and 
unnecessary restriction instead of fulfilling 
their social mandate to facilitate positive change 
in prisoners. Arbitrary repression does not ac- 
complish this end, nor the protection of society. 

Reed is also the president of the American Cor- 
rectional Association, and a perusal of its 
training manual demonstrates his reactionary 
attitude and plans. So do his actions at this and 
other Washington prisons. And hew many former 
associates and proponents of his regressive 
correctional philosophy will he be allowed to sell 
to the people of Washington and inflict on their 
prisoners? 

Futher, his refusal to comply with Judge Tanner's 
Federal Court order to reduce overcrowding (amon- 
gst other things) shew his contempt for the laws 
he is charged with upholding. Reed is opposed to 
work release for prisoners who are soon to be 
released anyway. Your money is being wasted on 
him and others like him who carry out oppression 
in you name. Make your displeasure known.

ALERT: Plans for Max Security 
Prison for Women 

MEN TO BE SHIPPED INTO AIDERSON 

The Federal Bureau of Prisons has just unveiled 
a new plan supposedly aimed at solving sane of 
the problems at Alderson prison for wanen in West 
Virginia. In reality, the plan- if allowed to go 
through, will make the conditions of most of 
. the wanen now at Alderson much worse, will add 
more beds to the federal prison system, and will 
create an entirely new 150-bed maximum security 
prison for wcmen in Lexington Kentucky . 

Alderson has been the focus of intense criticism 
for years, even by sane more liberal members of 
the prison system, because it is totally isolated- 
300 miles frcrn the nearest city, Washington DC- 
and very hard to get to. It also has almost no 
medical, vocational or educational services. 

What it does have is a control unit, rebuilt 
after a powerful protest by outside groups 
closed down the previous control unit. Cries de- 
manding that Alderson be canpleatly shut down 
have been mounting for years, and various groups 
have been putting pressure on the Bureau of Pri- 
sons to "do sanething" about Alderson. Their an- 
swer has cone in the form of a feasibility study 
ordered by the House Judiciary Cormittee. The task 
Force that prepared the study (made up of four 
employees of the BOP, including the warden at 
Alderson, and one budget analyst from the Dept of 
Justice) came up with the following plan, to be 
implemented in 1982: 

-To convert the old Addiction Reasearch Center in 
Lexington, KY (which itself has an ugly history) 
into a secure wanen* s facility with 150 beds. 

-To change the curent status of the prison camp 
scheduled to open this year at Danbury ,CT, frcrn 
male to female (100 beds) ; 

-To convert Alderson to co- correctional (250 men, 
250 wcmen) . 



far away from their hemes (25% of the wcmen at 
Alderson are state prisoners frcrn D.C.) . And the 
wcmen who are moved frcrn Alderson to the new max 
prison at Lexington will be further frcrn heme and 
in much worse conditions of confinement. 

The building of the new facility at Lexington 
marks a sudden (though predictable) move on the 
part of the state to strengthen and enlarge the 
prison system-and it is particularly focused on 
wcmen prisoners. The new 150-bed prison at Lex 
is not a part of the present minimum security 
federal prison there; it will be on the same 
grounds, but it is a totally separate institution 
and it ireans that for the first time there will 




be a maximum security federal prison for wcmen 
in the U.S. -not a maximum security unit inside 
a larger minimum security prison like Alderson. 
At this moment, there are less than ten maximum 
custody wcmen in the federal prison system, so 
what are they planning for and who will be sent 
to Lex? 



The wcmen who stay at Alderson will be no better 
off. The wcmen who are moved to Danbury may have 
access to better programs but many will be just as

criminal and an understanding that she is part 
of a larger problem, has, in fact, led to in- 
creased control and a pemiscious harness on 
behavior which has no relationship to crime. 

Burkhart includes case histories and examples 
of prison protests, escapes and riots. She does 
not glorify them, but states their contradic- 
tions, their historical setting, without minimi- 
zing the real impact on the institutions and the 
people involved and the NEED for radical change. 
Perhaps lacking in the book is a more in-depth 
covering of movements to change prisons, but 
she states that was not her intention as they 
affect only a minority of prisoners^ and briefly 
explains how their successes have been largely 
coopted by the state bureaucracy. The basic 
conditions remain the same. If anything, the 
state has used reforms to expand an unjust system, 

It is obvious she beliv es that only radical 
surgery will alter the horrors of prisons and 
of the society that creates/needs them. There 
doesn’t seen to be any other conclusion after 
reading her book. With that in perspective, 
hopefully those who work for prison change will 
not step short at seeing a bandaid put on a 

cancer. ^ ^ .

In a world where prisoners and prisons are 
associated with men, this book introduces the 
wemen's story. A large part of this book is 
their reports and stories Berkhart garnered 
frctn interviews. 

Berkhart explains how the stereotypes of correct 
social behavior for women works 2 ways. There 
are less women arrested and sentenced then men. 

But once in the prison system, the discrimina- ‘ 
tion of race, class, etc are compounded by those 
prejudices towards their sex. 

The concern of reformers with the neglect and 
mistreatment of women in prisons at the turn of 
the century led to the establishment of seperate 
prisons for women. However, since then, more 
women have been funneled into the system. Todays 
"cottages" are designed to nuture their so 
called "domestic instincts". The "education" 
they do get, and the (unpaid) labour performed 

are traditionally "women's work" and do nothing _ . T _ , .. , 

to "rehabilitate" them into society. They are ' Ju ^ last Dessie Woods was released

for menstruating at inconvenient times. The law 
has introduced the notion of indescriminate 
sentences with no minimum or maximum durations. 
This had led to longer sentences for women then 
men for the same crime. Larger percentages of 
women then men are arrested and sentenced for 
"anti-social" (ie non-criminal) behavoir. 

For someone who has not been personally touched 
by the penal system, Women In Prison should 
knock their sensibilities into action. For those 
who have, it could put a lot into perspective. 
The book covers topics of "education" in prison, 
medical "care", sexuality, the prison economy 
as Big Business and a lot more - and puts them 
in a good historical perspective. The changes 
over many years made to the prison structure are 
seen to be negligible administrative changes. 

The movement from physical punishment to "rehab- 
ilitation" and "treatment" for prisoners, sup- 
posedly reflecting a more humane view of the 




DESSIE WOODS VICTORIOUS! 



The Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals ruled two 
weeks previously that there was insufficient 
evidence to convict Dessie Woods of armed robbery 
thereby rescinding twelve years of the original 
twenty-two year sentence. The decision was the 
result of an international defense campaign org- 
anized and supported by the African People's 
Socialist Party (APSP) and other grassroots 
groups over the past five years. Dessie, 34 was 
imprisoned for defending herself and her friend 
from a rape attack. She fought back and killed 
the armed attacker with his own gun. Her attacker 
was white. 

Dessie 's case won international recognition and 
support. The significance of the movement to free | 
her was addressed by Makini Umkhonto , and APSP 
member, "Dessie' s case was fought with the under- 
standing that she was imprisoned because she was 
Black in America."'

Often such people 
need assistance - fast - without drawing any 
heat on you or them. 

This assistance might mean carmunicating with the 
person over a 'safe* phone or in a safe place. 
Maybe using a third trusted person who has no 
reason to be watched. Often needed will be 
money (jobs are hard to get and hold when you're 
on the run) . Consider too the need for a safe 
place to stay for a short tome, passing along 
information, providing ID, make-up & disguise 
paraphernalia (there is a product available at 
drugstores that semi -permanently covers tatoos. 

It can only be removed with its special product 
remover) , transportation, food, futher contacts 
along the way, legal or medical help. Lastly but 
most important, moral and emotional support. 
Being on the run is one stressful way to live. 

Think about and plan for what you could do when 
the situation arises. Consider the effectivness 
of setting up such a plan with trusted people 
locally and in different areas. With times 
being the way they are, it seems reasonable to 
assume that the coming "troubles" will force 
many underground, or hopefully bust many out of 
| joints. Be prepared. Our comrades underground 
face living hell, a U.S. prison, if caught. We 
should help them enjoy freedom.

As an ex- 
prisoner, I know that many prisoners d6 not have 
any faith in the left and so I believe that if we 
see that "all prisoners are political prisoners" 
we must be prepared to show our solidarity by 
doing action that will win their* credibility, 

It's no good talking - we must show that we care 
in support for them. You can't blame prisoners if 
^ they are reluctant to take direct action, when 
R they get hardly any back-up. Prisons are ideal 
places for schools for revolutionaries and I per- 
sonally beleive that prisoners have so much rev- 
olutionary potential. 

I would like to suggest a number of things that 
could be done by Anarchists in this area - these 
suggestions may not seem to be that militant but 
I think they are important as they show our soli- 



beccme inactive - even going so far as advocating 
the abandonment of prisoners to "their" fate - we 
cannot.

1) Prisoners' Bookscheme. The aim of this scheme 
is to get publishers and bookshops to donate 
books so that they can be sent in to prisoners. 

What the scheme needs is money to pay for costs 
of postage, and the names and addresses of pri- 
soners. 

2) Local Prisoners' Support Groups. The aim of 
the groups is to get people that live near prisons 
to form into a local prisoners' support group. 

The groups could visit prisoners as a group, or 
individualy, write to them, pass on information, 
contact groups or Individuals that may be of seme 
help to prisoners, publish a newsletter which , 
gives information and news about whats happening 
inside their local nick, to be given out to local 
people and visitors to the prison. This group 
would also be useful if anything happened like 

the Scrubs riot - as they could get the info 
circulated quickly. It is important that any 
group listens to prisoners and asks for their 
support where possible before any actions are, 
taken by the support group- ie. pi ckets, demos, , 

etc? 

3) Breakout or prisoners, magazines. Breakout is J 
a magazine written for and by prisoners, ex-pri- 
soners, and others who have been in or are against ! 
the law. It's aim is to give prisoners a paper 

of their own and is sent to prisoners for free, 
but costs outsiders (to pay for costs) . 

4) Prisoners' Relatives' Bus Scheme. The idea 
of this scheme is to provide the relatives of pri - 
soners access to their own inside. Many prisoners 

are in prisons that are a considerable distance 
fran the area in which they have family or friends ' 
These families cannot afford the high cost of 
travelling - once a month or so for a few hour 
visit. If we can get groups to organize cheap 
travel to various nicks. What is needed is mini

Where treatment and conditions are the problems 
and major threat to security in the Washington 
State Penitentiary, the priority in spite of Fed- 
eral Court Orders is security. The problems have 
grown worse and continue to worsen. For wanting 
Justice which includes being treated like human 
beings and for exposing the real scum, animals 
and criminals in this penitentiary, prisoners, 
their families, and friends are being punished. 

TO stop any futher exposure of the inhumanity and 
injustice in this penitentiary, the state is 
working on the ability to totally surpress and 
repress all under the bright colors of security. 

All of the reasons being given to the public for 
this security like all of the reasons for the 
overcrowding here are lies. Crushing any and all 
"negative" exposure, objections, protests resis- 
tance is the reason for these security measures. 
Prisoners in this prison in their struggle for 
Justice have cost the State a great deal politic- 
ally and economically. Thus the State is attempting 
to see that we do not do this again. For wanting 
Justice, we have suffered especially since James 
Sapulding was appointed warden and Larry Kincheloe 
was appointed Associate of Custody. (Both are 
ex special forces men. The latter gave orders to 
the former and was a high ranking officer who 
specialized in counter intelligence.) They were 
ordered to crush prisoners in this penitentiary 
at the first opportunity. For all intents and 
purposes, they started June 15, 1970 through 
guards known as the "Upfront Cowboys" who control 
led the guards union and thus all custody. They 
are now trying to reorganise and recruit. 

NOw the new administration frcjn the Director of 
Corrections Amos Reed down to this penitentiary 
staff will implement the "new" policies based on 
the San Quentin model where custody controls 
everything and everyone .

Peltier Team Making Progress 

Writ to be filed in Peltier Case * 

Within a short time the defence team for Leonard 
Peltier will present a' 2255 writ of Habeus Corpus' 
to the U.S. Federal Court in Fargo, North Dakota 
asking for a new trial. This is the latest effort Ll 
in a long struggle for Peltier's freedom . He was 
convicted in Fargo in April *77 for "aiding and 
abetting" in the deaths of two F.B.I. agents 
during the Pine Ridge struggle two years previous- 
ly. Leonard was give two Life sentences and is 
being held in the notorious Marion Penitentiary 
in Illinois. 

There is and has been a great deal of controversy 
as to whether or not Leonard was alleged his 
rights under "due process of law" and the U.S. 
Constitution. It has been a scandalous and bizarre 
case involving false evidence, prison escapes, 
assassination attempts , perjured testimony and the 
harassement and mysterious deaths of sane of 
Leonard's witnesses. His defence ccrmittees have 
made much progress in national and international 
canTTunities in building awareness and focusing 
attention on the plight of Leonard and native 
freedom fighters. 

After his case was presented to the Bertrand 
Russell Tribunal of 1980 dealing with aboriginal 
genocide, numerous European cities set up support 
groups for him. The International community wat- 
ches this case with interest and concern. Any 
positive decision in Leonard's case could likely 
affect many political prisoners in our country 
and only add strength to arguments for our quality 
of 'justice' in the world camunity.

Bobby Gene Garcia was Drugge 

In 1975, Native freedom fighter Leonard Peltier 
was told by Standing Deer that the State had 
tried to force him to assasinate Peltier in 
prison. Leonard escaped with two other activists 
who acted as body guards? Dallas Thunder shield 
and Bobby Gene Garcia. Thundershield was killed 
while he had his hands in the air to surrender. 
Garcia was immediately recaptured and Peltier 
managed to stay free for five days. 

On Dec. 13 1980, officials at the US Prison in 
Terre Haute said Bobby Gene Garcia hung himself. 
To those who knew Bobby, he was known as a man 
with a very strong and warm character , a fighter 
for justice, a hard working artist, a man who 
loved nature and who was always ready to help a 
younger brother with problems. He was the sort 
of man who would never commit suicide. 

Now, recently disclosed labratory reports indi- 
cate that Bobby was (when found dead in his cell) 
loaded with " f enobarbital , other barbiturates 
such as Doriden, Librium and Valium." The reports 
confirm the suspicions of his supporters that 
Bobby was drugqed and then killed. Bobby was 
known not to have used drugs. 

Avenge these murders! Build the free society!

In the public enquiry which is now being called 
for the $100,000 payment to Clifford Olson, B.C.

Olson was paid by the RCMP $10,000 for each body 
he led the police to. It seems the police could 
not crack the case without his "cooperation". 

Who are the "whole bunch of people. . .involved" 
who Crown prosecutor John Hall now admits had to 
be considered when he personally agreed to the 
police payment? (Vancouver Province 1/15/82) 

Do they include the warden at the B.C. Pen in '74 
when Olson repeatedly raped a 17 year old prisoner 
but was never formally charged and the informa- 
tion was removed frcm his file in return for his 
duties as an informer? Or the Nova Scotia 
police who "refused to discuss why Olson was 
never charged with indecent assault? (Vancouver 
Sun 1/14/82) Or the Pacific Regional Correction 
Service of Canada (CSC) Director, Doug MacGregor, 
who now" admits Olson never received any psychiat- 
ric help. . .we never beleived it was needed. "? 
(Prov. 1/15/82) Or the Toronto police who issued 
a warant for his arrest on 2 buggery charges but 
didn't follow up the letter they sent to the 
Parole Service (B.C.) after they learned charges 
were dropped? (Sun 1/15/82) Or prison spokesman 
Jack Stewart, who states that "there was nothing 
in Olson's record to indicate that he displayed 
violent and persistent sexual behavior"? (Sun 1/ 
14/82) 

The pattern continues; In Montreal, a hired killer 
is being granted immunity for the 30 odd murders 
he cannittedj for testimony on crime in the city. 

A system that "doesn't lay" or "drops" charges must 
now accept its share of the responsibility tor 
these victims. This same prison system still has 
no effective proqram to help sex offenders.

Ex Cop does 37 days — 
then out on parole 

i n (Seattle Post- Intelligencer 7/17/81) 

Richard E. Bartlett, the ex-cop who was sen- 
tenced to 2 years for trying to extort $1 million 
frcm Longacres racetrack operator Morrie Alhadeff 
is being released frcm prison after serving just 
37 days. 

5S Bartlette, 56, confessed to a bizarre extortion 
plot that was grounded, he said, in his emotion- 
al and financial desperation. On the morning 
of Sept. 24, 1980, the former King County police- 
man sent a note to Alhadeff demanding $1 million 
in cash. 

If the wealthy race track operator refused 
Bartlett's note said, he would blow up Longacres, 
as well as the hemes of Alhadeff and his son 
Michael . 

Police nabbed Bartlett before any money was 
t ’ exchanged. No bombs were ever found. Though Bart- 
lett received widespread letters of sympathy, both 
the prosecutor and judge recommended a maximum 
sentence of 10 years.

What's important about this article is how gay 
men are especially persecuted. Straight men rare- 
ly get time for having consensual sex with girls, 
(statutory rape) . Only 20% of men charqed with 
forceably raping women actually serve time. Over 
70% of men charged with having consensual sex with 
boys go to prison. In Massachusetts, all sex 
including masturbation, fondeling, even kissing, 
is considered rape if a minor is involved. A man 
convicted of such sex may receive one life sen- 
tence for each act and may also be declared a 
■'sexually dangerous person". 

Most men in prison for such offences are frcm the 
working class. Many face prison for life. Seme 
have already been there most of their adult lives 
Upper incane men frcm the ‘finest 1 families , intel- 
lectuals, policemen and politicians are sometimes 
arrested too, but few serve time. 

The therapists involved at Bridgewater tend to 
view their patients as "unprepared for life out- 
side" unless the men gave evidence of an ability 
to form lasting relationships, to examine their 
own behaviour and alter it, and to plan carefully 
for a future without "trouble". When asked if 
people should be locked up who could not do these 
things, one therapist replied, "I suppose not. 

They might have to lock most of us up in that 
case."

On Non-Cooperation 



...In the prison context this means, specif icaly, 
to enter jail as light on one's feet, as open, 
as possible; to let the total "me" decide what 
is right; to act in response to the total sit- 
uation and not only in terms of the hunger of my 
stomach, or the politicizing of my mind, or the 
socializing of my person. Trust yourself or at 
least have trust in your potential self. One 
morning you will awaken to the whole "you" saying 
non-cooperation and you will then be able to do 
this gently and with a minimum of irrelevancies 
jarring on yourself and those about you. And if 
two days or two months later your whole "you" 
says cooperate, then you will be able to withdraw 
gracefully. You are, hopefully, constantly evol- 
ving, and to commit yourself totally and for 
all time (even to nonviolence) is to one's search 
for truth, and not to people and ideologies and 
institutions outside of oneself.

6) (Ed. note; We often get letters frcm people 
asking what they can do to help. We can only give 
general suggestions, but the most important thing 
we reccmend is that you make contact with those 
inside. Write and visit prisoners . If you've never 
done that before, you will probably be surprised 
that the walls and myths shaping our perceptions 
of prisoners wall quickly disapear. Frcm the 
area of fighting to overccme oppression, find out 
what sane of the issues are that lend themselves 
to the struggle. Then, in conjunction with those 
inside, work on these issues! We do not reccmend 
that you write another thesis on the effects of 
prisons for a course. While this might help you 
develop your cm consciousness, the libraries are 
stuffed with material on why prisons are harmful. 
The idea is take action to change this reality. 
Contact a local group or person that is doing 
sanething about the situation. Frcm then, you'll 
probably get a lot of information, encouragement 
and maybe a new team to work with.)

Various criticisms have been received ^ nce ?^ ng 
my article DRAGONS & DRAGONS in issue #8. For 
these reasons, it has teen determintethat a clar- 
ification of my main arguments is in order. Since 
I've been called everything fran a naive ftei 
to a "fascist", I intend to make 
clear in a later pamphlet cm the subject. How 
ever, for the time being, I shall be content to 
cover sane of the points more well-known by the 
readers of the ABD at this time. 

First I think it should be made quite clear that 
^imosi^Tto Black Nationalism is not based on 

^ in myself. I have no feelings against 

Blacks as a race. My criticism is directed at 
Nationalism. 

Nationalism presupposes the existance of the 
State. There cannot be a Nation without tha 
Nation being defined in terms that define a 
State. Every Nation must, because of its struct- 
irre be run by a government agency of same sort.

ments are State-oriented organisations.

Albert Nock, in the first chapter of his work, 

OUR ENEMY THE STATE, points out: 1 

"It is unfortu- < 

nately none too well understood that, just as I 

the State has no money of its own, so it has no 
power of its own. All the power it has is what 
society gives it, plus what it confiscates from ( 
time to time on one pretext or another; there is 
no other source from which State power can be 
drawn. Therefore every assumption of State power, 
whether by gift or seizure, leaves society with j 
so much less power; there is never, nor can be,^ , 
any stregthenin„ of State power without a cor- j 
responding and roughly equivalent depletion of 
social power." 

There you have the whole definition of a State - i 

and any Nationalist movement. Nationalists* no 

matter how sweet or high sounding their proclaimed 
intentions, seek domination over others. The 
basic and irost obvious problem here is that, once 
the colonial power is overthrown in the name of 
the people, the Nationalists replace the chains 
of colonial slavery with those of Nationalism. 

There seems to be the idea that I'm a racist 
because I don't appreciate the humor involved in 
the joke given by the Black Liberation Army: 

"Stick two white radicals in a room with a clock 
and all you'll get is an argument about what time 

it is." 

Suppose I had said: 

"You can break up a meeting 
of Black radicals by throwing a basketball into 
the middle of them." 

That "jake" would have teen considered racist. 

Fran the evidence presented, it would appear that 
the ELA rejects the racism of the White against 
the Black, but refuses to clean their own house. 

One of the criticisms received is that I "obviou- 
sly know nothing about slavery." 
the 13th Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, I am a slave. But I get around 
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all nice Kcmboa. We have been repeatedly turned 
off by your thrashings of people and your name 
calling, so hope that you will check yourself. 

Your way is not how we beleive one should com- 
municate and educate. 

Around Black Nationalism, as a collective we have 
nothing to say at this time. (We would like to 
hear what you have to say from a Black Anarchist 
A position. ) But around the anti-whitism and racism 
(is there only one definition of racism?) amongst 
many Blacks that John was trying to expose and 
deal with, we agree as one it exists and we think 
his solution (unity) is revolutionary. 



that by refusing to work for the State. On the 
streets it goes by other names, but unemployment 
combined with lew wages and/or short hours has a 
collar on all of us. 

A study of history will show that all cultures, 
at one time or another , practiced slavery. The 
Blacks themselves who ccnplain about being slaves 
in this country either forget or never knew about 
the slavery practiced in Africa. You cannot con- 
dem slavery and those who practice it unless you 
intend to condemn the entire human race. 

. NOt that slavery shouldn't be condemned and abol- 
ished. But Black Nationalism cannot do that. 
Being a Nationalist movement and presupposing a 
State, Black Nationalism only premises to trade 
one sort of slavery for another - and only for 
seme people. The end result of Black Nationalism 
then must be seen as the same old system with new 
masters. 

ned As for the Klan, anyone except the most bigoted 
and iqnorant can see that the Klan is the enemy 
qq of all who beleive in freedom. They premise, for 
the Whites, the same thing that Black Nationalism 
premised to the Blacks - freedom and power to 
seme, slavery to others. Excuse me, but I find 
it a bit difficult to distinguish slight differ- 
ences of character here. 

A closely related argument to the above is the 
"choice" offered by Mark Cook. That statement 
* is: 

ime "Those of European descent cannot fence strad- 
dle on the national questions, they must either 
support the White Nationalist reaction or the 
North American Nationalist revolution." 

o Several mistakes are apparent here. First, frem 
everything the BLA - and other groups - claim, 
this "White Nationalist" whatever is not a reac- 
hat ft is the initial action from which the 

t Black Liberation Movement sprang. Therefore, it 
e> is the Black Liberation Movement - and all other 
American revolutionary movements - that are the 
ou- reaction. 

Second, the choice offered is not a choice, but a 
simple "either/or" set of very limited altema- 
ti ves - it is a dictation of terms offp^ed bv. one 



We wonder if you are color blind Kcmboa? After 
you read this reply, sit back and listen to many 
of your own around whites and watch how they 
treat whites. Then tell us if John was out of 
line. For a long time, whites in the Left have 
been afraid to openly speak up about this problem 
(they are afraid of the reaction John got from 
you) , but John had the guts in his way to at 
least try to speak up and offer a solution. We'd 
appreciate it if you (and Mark Cook) would con- 
front it with us and try as one to eliminate it. 
We heard the good things you had to say and love 




who claims to support freedom. I'm sorry, Mark, 
but your Marxist-Leninist backround is showing. 



There are other alternatives, if alternatives are 
the only things we have. However, Anarchism 
points out that freedom is in the ability to 
choose our own destinies, our own futures.

tion and slavery of those of the White race was 
dell under way. 

Mark, among others (mostly Marxist-Leninists) 
says that African Nationalism requires "leader- 
ship". Who is to aspire to and claim this lead- 
ership? Throughout history the best leadership, 
has been supplied by those who are chosen fran 
the people within that group. However, with the 
rise of the modem State, we are told more and 
more often who our leaders will be. We no longer 
choose our leadership fran the great pool of 
talent around us - we are given a choice (?) of 
only 2 or 3 "alternatives." 

"Leadership", as defined by those of the M-L and 
Nationalist persuasions , is nothing more than 
the new slave master. The "leader" doesn't so 
much lead as drag you along with him. 

A good example of this is the "right" to vote. I 
believe that voting, as practiced today, is the 
finest collar of slavery ever invented. If you 
win, it gives you the "right" to force others to 
your will. If you lose, you have the "right" of 
giving up your freedom or suffering the consequen- 
ces. Who needs a lottery of that sort? 

Besides, Nationalist leadership looks to the good 
of the State - and overlooks the good of the 
people of that State. Make no mistake - the good 
of the Nation is at all times opposed to the good 
of the people. 




4) Xenophobia: the generation of unreasonable 
fear and hatred between the races in order to 
perpetuate the above enumerated elements of racism. 

By equating races with nations, the arguement 
can be made that racism and Nationalism are one 
and the same - if they fall into the trap of 
practicing these same character traits. 

However, in looking at these "basic elements", a 
few other points cane to mind. 

"Basic element" #1 and #2 are not separate points, 
but one and the same. The conqueror race (or 
nation) always assumes its superiority in all 
three aspects - mental, moral, and physical. 

1 might also point out that the "joke" about the 

2 White radicals shows the seeds of this "super- 
iority" in the BLA. 

No one has the "right" to dictate to me. I in 
turn do not have the "right" to dictate to any- 
one else. So why don't we all just mind our own 
business here and forget about "leading" others

We are told by Mark that "racism is comprised of 
four basic elements that make it whole..." and 
he futher argues that " . . .Afrikan nationalism 
is not a composite of these elements." 

These elements are, according to Mark: 



1) Race supremacy: the myth ba§ed belief that a 
•primary' race (nation) is morally supreme in its 
relationship with 'secondary' race (nations). 

2) Race superiority: the unfounded belief that a 
'primary' race is mentally and physically super-/ 
ior in relationship to 'secondary' races. 



3) Territorial and economic exploitation of the 
land of origin, the labor and consumerism of the 
'secondary' races by the 'primary' race for pro- 
fit of the 'primary' race.

"Basic element" #3 is nothing more thaji a re- 
hashing of economic exploitation as practiced by 
one culture over another. The Vikings and Huns 
practiced it in their raids. The Remans carried 
tribute and taxation to an art. I suggest that 
those who agree with these points as stated by 
Mark restudy history - especially that history 
concerning their Marxist-Leninist gods of 1915 
to 1936. Thievery is not an inherent group char- 
acteristic, but a characteristic of those members 
of the group. It just happens to be that the 
system under attack by Mark at this time is the 
dominant form at this time. 

"Basic element #4 is simply a tactic used to ex- 
tend the philosophy enumerated in points 1 through 
3. A group or organisation will always attempt 
to propagate its beliefs. Therefore, it is not 
an "element" in itseli , only a tactic employed 
to futher the elements previously stated. 

I wish only to argue that Anarchism is a greater 
dream than Nationalism because it requires the 
freeing and occupying of the entire world. Nat- 
ionalism premises freedom only to a few in a 
single area - and then, because of the nature of 
the ifeast, fails to deliver. 

Mark futher states: 

"Where anti-racism is,§ prior- 



ity of oppressed nations (races) , the anti-racist, 
mass leadership must clearly raise up out 6f the 
oppressed nation (races) * This cannot be char- 
acterized as 'racist' in itself as Bosch charact- 
erizes it." 

The hell it can't. This philosophy denies to 
anyone who is not fortunate enough to be a member 
of a minority group the ability and opportunity 
to attain a high position of any kind in the 
social order while it guarantees that these high 
positions will continue. Behold, the once-oppres- 
sed have become the new masters.

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So I've angered many people in the Black Libera- 
tion movement, the Afrikan Nationalist Liberatior 
Movement. So what? I've angered quite a few 
White folks too. It just seems to me to be 
rather ridiculous to take a position supporting 
those I intend to rid the world of.

SAN RAFAEL (AP) — After a rive week 
investigation. Marin County’s district 
attorney said no criminal charges will be 
filed against two groups of lawmen who 
got into a brawling gunfight when they 
mistook each other for crooks. 

There was insufficient evidence to file 
charges against the off-duty officers who 
got into the battle in a saloon parking lot 
at about 2 a.m. April 25. District Attorney 
Jerry Herman said Wednesday 

Herman said the incident has been re- 
ferred to each of the law enforcement 
agencies involved for internal reviews 
and possible disciplinary action. 

I no officers had left separate saloons at 
about the same time, authorities said. 

The incident involved San Rafael polii.v 
officer lames Cook, who wa< with Larry 
Williams, a federal Treasury Department 
agent

a parking lot when they encountered 
David Washington, a policeman from 
nearby San Mateo; Gary Lee, a military 
policeman based in San Francisco: and 
Loren Platt, a state Justice Department 
agent. 

One of the men’s cars was parked on the 
street near a parking lot where the other 
men’s cat was parked. Each group be- 
came suspicious of the other group, they 
loid authorities.

1) A sixty-year old woman was hone alone, and a 
man was banging loudly on her door threatening 
to kill her if she didn't let him in. She said 
calmly, "I'll let you in. But I've got a butch- 
er knife and I'll cut you frcm groin to gizzard" 
He fled. 

2) A petite woman was walking heme when she was 
suddenly surrounded by five young men who deman- 
ded her money. She said, -'I picked out the one 
that looked like the leader, looked him in the 
eye and said, 'You get out of my way or I'm 



going to spill your insides all over this street 
and use the rest of you to mop him up. ' All five 
backed off without a word and left her alone. 

"I think that if you believe in a myth of hero- 
ism, then you can let the hero do it and you 
don't have to do anything because you're not 
the hero. These few heros can do all of your 
resistance for you and they can be symbols for 
you. If you don't have the myth of heroism, if 
you realise that it's just a matter of women 
all the trme making decisions in their life and 
resisting however they can, then you have to 
look at your own life and say what are my impos- 
sible situations, what do I have to do to sur- 
vive, how can I support and help this woman 
survive given what she's up against and the 
choices she's made." 

We also see the situation where the Right Wing 
is trying to keep feminism and the battered 
women's shelter movement apart. There are a lot 
of lesbians who started a lot of shelters that 
are now being booted out. These shelters are 
being threatend with a loss of funding by reac- 
tionary organisations. They want there to be 
shelters, but they want them to be similer to 
the Salvation Army. Something you do for help- 
less people, to keep than helpless, but keep 
them alive, to be charitable. They want to 
keep feminism out because they don't want to 1 
change the power relationships that keep women

A meeting of the superintendent's staff was held with C. R. M. KASTAMA presiding.

It was announced there will be a retirement party on January 22 for Richard 
Vernon, who is retiring as Director of the Division of Prisons. It wi 1 1 be 
held at the Elks Club in Olympia from 5:00 to 7:30 p.m. If any staff is in 
Olympia at that time they are welcome to attend. 

The medium security building is scheduled to open as a medium unit on January 18. 
There are still many things to be done. It was asked if towers would be built 
and Mr. Kastama indicated it would be a number of months before any towers could 
be built. 




Michael Lewis is to be at the institution on January 18. The first part of Feb- 
ruary the lawsuit brought against the segregation unit will be heard in Spokane. 

A few people will be asked to testify in this suit. 

Phase one of the building program is now in the process of being completed and 
the second phase is starting. The old administration building is to be remodeled; 
an elevator will be installed; the Records Office will be located in the basement; 
the clerical pool and other offices are scheduled for remodeling or relocation. 

If any of the department heads have suggestions they are to contact Tana Wood, 
as she is scheduled to meet with the architects next Tuesday. The new segregation 
unit will be located behind the water tower, outside the walls. This will be 
composed of modular units, with a double wire fence and two towers. 

Mr Kastama asked for an audit from each department indicating racial balance of 
inmates who are working and their pay scale. This is to be submitted by February 1. 
The new inmate pay scale is in effect, with the Inmate Pay Task Force scheduled 
to review the pay scale this coming week. 

Tana Wood reported the unit concept seems to be working out very well. Counselors 
will now be making recommendations to the Parole Board, as the other institutions 
have been doing for years. 

Dr. Maneman discussed what is going on in the Mental Health Unit. They are re- 
cruiting for psychiatric social workers. The university of /.ash . ..yton has 
aareed to help us recruit.' Barbara Nelson will have an office on the first 
floor of the hospital where she will interview men before they go to uhe third 

A pass system is scheduled to be set up as soon as possible. This should elimi- 
nate some of the problems the inmates are having now in getting to the library, 
hospital, etc. 

An employee news letter will be coming out soon. The Personnel Department will 
be in charge of this. 

The meeting was adjourned.

Our Final Challenge 

There is a large problem among many of us that is 
being avoided. It's the near bankruptcy of radicals' 
who do little more than analyse & publish. 

One example of hew this malaise demonstrates it- 
self is when a radical newspaper printed an 
article that trashed and lied about the prison 
movement and certain radical prisoners without 
checking the facts. Another example was when Carl 
Harp sent out letters in Washington state asking 
for help against the guard's contract on his life. 
Anarchist radicals there were "too busy" with 
literature projects to assist him. After he was 
murdered and the suspected existence of a hit 
squad seemed too real, Carl's wife went around 
trying to get help to expose the crime and pro- 
tect other threatened prisoners. These same 
radicals were still"too busy" (now with a press 
release on his death, I guess). Meanwhile, a 
local Marist-Leninist oriented prison group also 
froze her out, because a Marxist-Leninist party 
who weren't "correct" , were involved pushing for 
a public investigation and action. 

Literature and jive talk must be the opiates of 
the Left. Our movement has an extremely large 
number of spectators who analyse situations, but 
wont act in them; who criticize activists - but 
aren't activists; and reaching absurdity - preach 
rabble rousing action without any practice them- 
selves. 

The effects of this hypocracy is betrayal. It 
leads to the depersonalization and alienation of 
real people and real events by the spectators. 

That s why Strike! can print an article dumping 
on the prison movement and people inside because 
it's not real to them. They're not involved. 

The other reason it's betrayal is that those who 
are active find themselves fighting alone. As 
long as radicals are occupied * ccmnuni oat- i ng u f they 
are off the streets and out of trouble. They're 
not developing or excercising necessary skills 
direct-action, civil-disobediance, organising, 
fighting & winning. Radical politics remain largely 
an armchair activity. 

' i’™ not advocating that we abandon our media and 
discussions. But no struggle for freedom was ever 
advanced by radicals who avoided direct involment 
as much as our movement does. What's the use of 
all of our radical media and inf lamatory talk 
when it's often a substitute for ACTION? 

The job of activists is not so much to ponder 
reality-BUT TO CHANGE IT. PRACTICE WHAT YOU 
PREACH. For myself, I'm finishing my catinitment 
to this Dragon and returning to more direct 
participation with the issues at hand. I've 
coopted myself too much as a publisher of radical 
publications. I have no regrets about the Anarchist 
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In Aprilfof 1980, the Penitentiary in New West- 
minister British Columbia held an Open House tour 
for the public. The newspaper stated that 6,000 
people had passed through the gates. Six thousand 
people on the first daft Where were those 6,000 
people on "Prison Justice Day last August 10th 
and the years before? f 

...If just one out every hundred of those per- 
sons who made the tour were to take the time to 
write or to make an odd visit (even once a month) 
and shew a bit of decency towards just one pri- 
soner, then perhaps prisons per se wouldn’t be- 
come objects of amazement and fascination to be 
seen as museums or unfortunately but realisti- 
cally, as zoos.

-American Seed Co. has gone out of 
business, overwhelmed by the dishonesty of _orade 
schoolchildren. 

ItMs a sad end indeed fo A company that 
introduced* generations of the ration's youth 
I to the ways of f»F&terprj.s^ In ads featured 
|in eyery juvenile publicatiqo^frcm Boys Life to 
Batman, it held out this offer: Sell packs of 
garden seeds and split the proceeds with the com- 
pany or win prizes. ’’For more than 60 years, we 
are proud to say, selling our garden-bested 
has become a part of the American way ^bf gr< 
up,” this year’s catalog introduction says. M 

To more and more youths, however, the JaSer- 
ican way was to order €he seeds, scurry around 
the neighborhood selling then at 60 cents a pack 
and pocket all the money! The company's idea was 
for the kids to send back 40 cents a pack or 
return all the cash and get a prize. This year 
alone, unretumed money cd^t American Seed about 
$600,000 in sales, or neaAyhalf of what it 
collected in revenues. That doomed the 
to its fifth straight losing year. 

Some might call it a disgrace, some a sign 
of the times. American Seed decided to call it 
quits.
